THE UNITED 
STATES 
NAVY. 


It is objected that tho proposed scheme 


for building up a navy will involve the 
outlay of many millions of dollar.? and 
that the country has and can still get 
along without such an enormous expendi- 
ture. But just hero • oompK-in Another 
fact worthy of consideration. 
As matters 


stand the apology for a navy costs us au 
immense sum. In fact our present eye- 
tern, or waut of system, costs us about as 
much as is expended by the most promi- 
nent countries that really have ships of 
war. Only tho very largest naval powers 
spend more money in this direction thnn 
doee the United Siatcs, Our government 
acts as a vnau would who footed a big 
pay-roll when he had no factory. It 
has a large 
naval force, 
but 
no 


navy. About $8,000,000 aro spent yearly 
in pay on a naval establishmeut which 
has no ships good for modern war; but 
a careful paper by Lieutenant C. C. Todd, 
in tlae United Service, shows that tin's 
expenditure is macle much larger than ia 
necessary by overloading our wooden 
ships with idlers. Steam and machinery 
have made an. enormous saving in our 
cominerciftl marine on the men employed, 
but our naval service has never learned 
tho Bamo lesson. A third-rate, like the 
Wyoming, carries one hundred and sev- 
enty-three men; one hundred and twen- 
ty-five could do all the work. 
Sho 1ms 


twenty-five officers; nine are ample to 
handle the vessel. Tha Ravirg on tho 
navy through reform of this character, 
and Lieutenant Todd speaks with the au- 
thority of ah export, would bo §1,000,- 
000 a year, enough to givo us a new 
ocean cmifier yearly.
